Abstract principles of ideology, imporconal loyalty, and Party regulations 
and discipline undoubtedly play an important vart in holding the Commnist 
organization together. ftlowever, personal relationships are also important, 
at least on upper levels, Communist persommel does not.seem to be 
completely interchangeable irrespective of personal affiliations. 


“, tn tue early days of the Sommmist occupation of Canton, persons like the 
Chief of the Dureau of Public Safety, LAI Chtuan-chu OF? AS bz a , ys and 
Political Commissar of the Canton city garrison, TENG Tzi-hui (fp - Ya je 
seomed at first to have been assembled from various quarters under the 
iemersonal leadership of fii Chien-ying. Dut according to some old docuncnts 
in Pelping, these men neve a long personal relationship with Yul. They were 
intimately associated with YOU in the days of the New 4 Army during the 

Japanese Var, and Vil took them along wita hin when he was assigned to his 

post in lvangbung. Obhers Yill took with him include people like LIM Chtao 

(AN #2 eee a woman in her thirties, formerly Yiuots English secretary 

when he was chief of staff of the Chinese Red Army. She wag educated in 

a missionary academy in Hong hong, and now is chief of tne Alienst 

Adninistration of the Bureau of Foreign Affairs in Canton. 


“. Tn audition to versonal acquaintances and connections, natives, or peosle 
who speax the dialects of the Jast River district, of wiich Yitlis a 
nabive, weet also have an casy tine rotting into the sovernzent. This 
is true even of people with questionable backgrounds, such as landlords 

or former Nuomintang officials. An incompetent man was appointed to an 

irwortant lhespital cosition in Canton. Politically, he did not seen to 
be very leftist, and personally he was an offensive character, ‘hen 

someone surg¢ested to the chief of the »rovincial ilealth Ddopartment that 
the man shoulda be fired, the chief chrugred his shoulders, saying that

iu, notaing could be done. Recently, a group o> businessmen was 

coosiping while one drafted a telegram in Mnclish to settle come Unciness 
deal. in the United States. Another laughed at him, saying, "This is an 
imperialistic language. “hy do you still use it?" The reply was, "I~ 
have to use either Invlish or the bast River language, if we are going 
to do business. In either case, it is not my native tonme." This 

; is no joke. It is usually best to select someone who can speak “akka 
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or Chtaochtou dialect when you want to make an inquiry in a government 
agency, especially local police stations, wuich are filled with East 
River men. One man got ahead in government by marrying an ast River 
woman who could wake comnections for hin. 


the The domination of wangetung by ast River and Makka people is not 
entirely due to YSHts influence. This district was a base of guerrilla 
antivities in the anti-Japanese war, and gast River natives furnish 
by fax the largest share of soldiers and Party members in the Communist 
cause, Nevertheless, Yiil's influence and exclusive local sectionalism 
have made the gavermnent of Rvangtung essentially a monopoly of the 
nast River peoole, something tiat increasingly irks people in general. 


BD fhe cominance of localistic and to some extent personal relations, 

however, should not be understood as the only tiread holding together the 
Commnist organisation. There arc many in the goverment wio have 

neither oi these connections. Tens of t.:ousands of students from hizh 
schools and colleges turouguout the country, who are beinz absorbed into 

ine Communist mac.cine, do not share these connections. lor them, the abstract 
nrincivles of ideology, loyalty to the group, and discipline are most impor- 
tant. liowever, status and position in government are still determined in 
part by the length of time a man has worked, and in part by his length 

uf service in the Commmrist Party. In these two respects, the oldtimers 
will always be ohead of the newcomers in attaining the hich positions where 
sectionalism and personal connections are still important.
